Chicago, June 9.—The second session of the Republican na­ 
tional convention got under way today with no startling changes 
in the standing of the three leading candidates, but with several 
new developments which may tend to show the way the political 
winds are blowing. 
The most significant of these was the combination of the forc­ 
es of General Wood and Senator Johnson in the committee on cre­ 
dentials. This combination succeeded in electing a Wood chair- 
main of the committee and it also upset the action of the full na­ 
tional committee and reseated several Wood delegates who had 
been ousted by the full committee. Instances where the judgement 
of the national committee has been disregarded have been very 
rare. 
How far the combination of Johnson and Wood elements would 
go was a matter today which gave the politicians food for much 
thought. For one thing it recalled vividly the warning of Se1" 
tor Geo. H. Moses on the eve of the convention that the Johnson 
and Wood delegates between them formed a majority of the con­ 
vention. 
The Lowden people accepted the Johnson-Wood combine with 
a feeling of both trepidation and satisfaction; the former because 
of the bald fact that between them the Johnson and Wood forces 
do control the situation, and the latter because they saw in it a 
tacit recognition by the rival camps that Lowden sentiment* is so 
strong it has to be opposed by both Johnson and Wood. 
General Wood is expected to poll on the first ballot upwards 
of 300 votes. Senator Johnson will get, it is conceded, approxi­ 
mately 200. Only 493 votes are necessary to nominate . 
Another important development was the pronounced increase in senti­ 
ment in favor of the Johnson-Borah attitude on the league of nations. Hear­ 
ings on the platform were resumed after a session lasting far into the night. 
There were widespread reports that Senator Johonson and Senator Bor­ 
ah would both “bolt” if the league of nations idea was endorsed by the res­ 
olutions committee in the platform. 
These were reports and nothing else, 
but there was noticeable, never the less, a marked trend toward the John­ 
son idea of repudiation. 
The greasiest burst of applause which 
the convention gave 
Senator 
Lodge in hi* keynote speech was when he said that a considerable number 
of Republicans were of the opinion that the United States should turn down 
me league and all its works. 
The convention itself is yet ‘unbossed” in the sense that no man or small 
group of men have yet appeared capable of uniting the delegates on a single 
predetermined course of action. 
It has yet to be shown that the progressives led by Johnson and Borak 
and the remnants of the once grand ‘‘old guard” of Penrose, Healing and Her! 
can dominate the convention. The latter group has been openly for the can­ 
didacy of Governor Lowden, but its members have so far failed to convince 
a sufficient number of delegates to go along with them. 
Senator Lodge, who will be made permanent chairman of the conven­ 
tion today is a more or less compromise between the two elements. He baa 
Wood leanings, but he also opposes the nomination of Governor Lowden. 


There were two important develop­ 
ments during the first day’s session 
of the Republican national convention. 
One of these was the realization that 
the big gathering is not only without 
bosses, but also largely without direc­ 
tion by veterans of the game. 
The 
other was that a hot fight will be 
made against Senator Johnson’s plan 
to condemn in the platform the ac­ 
ceptance of any league of nations 
covenant. 
The fact that the convention is 
quite unbossed makes impossible any 
sane prediction as to the nominee. 
Lots of delegates themselves do not 
know yet whom they will favor with 
their ballote after their instructions 
have been complied 
with or their 
complimentary 
votes cast. 
This is 
especially true of the huge New York 
delegation, which, if it could get to­ 
gether, is big enough and influential 
enough probably to settle the nomi­ 
nation. 
At present the Empire state 
men are decidedly scattered in their 
preferenaps. 
But there is one thing both they 
and hundreds of other delegates from 
all parts of the country are seemingly 
determined upon. 
That is, that the 
platform shall contain a plank favor­ 
ing some sort of a league of nations 
with such reservations as will, in 
their opinion, preserve the independ­ 
ent action and self-respect of the 
United States. 
If 
they have their way, Senator 
Johnson will be placed in the position 
of having to retire from the race or 
continuing as a contender with the 
prospect of being a candidate who 
does not approve of the platform upon 
which he stands,

Chicago, June 9.—The second session of the Republican na­ 
tional convention got under way today with no startling changes 
in the standing of the three leading candidates, but with several 
new developments which may tend to show the way the political 
winds are blowing. 
The most significant of these was the combination of the forc­ 
es of General Wood and Senator Johnson in the committee on cre­ 
dentials. This combination succeeded in electing a Wood chair- 
main of the committee and it also upset the action of the full na­ 
tional committee and reseated several Wood delegates who had 
been ousted by the full committee. Instances where the judgement 
of the national committee has been disregarded have been very 
rare. 
How far the combination of Johnson and Wood elements would 
go was a matter today which gave the politicians food for much 
thought. For one thing it recalled vividly the warning of Se* 
tor Geo. H. Moses on the eve of the convention that the Johnson 
and Wood delegates between them formed a majority cf the con­ 
vention. 
The Lowden people accepted the Johnson-Wood combine with 
a feeling of both trepidation and satisfaction; the former because 
of the bald fact that between them the Johnson and Wood forces 
do control the situation, and the latter because they saw in it a 
tacit recognition by the rival camps that Lowden sentiment* is sc 
strong it has to be opposed by both Johnson and Wood. 
General Wood is expected to poll on the first ballot upwards 
of 300 votes. Senator Johnson will get, it is conceded, approxi­ 
mately ‘200. Only 493 votes are necessary to nominate . 
Another im portant development was the pronounced increase in ventl- 
ment in favor of the Johnscn-Borab attitude on the league of n a ti o n s . Hear­ 
ings on the platform were resumed after a session lasting fa r into the n i g h t. 
There were widespread reports th at Senator Johonson and Senator Bor­ 
ah would both “bolt” if the league of nations idea was endorsed by the res­ 
olutions committee in the platform. 
These were reports and nothing else, 
but there was noticeable, never the less, a marked trend toward the John­ 
son idea of repudiation. 
The greastest burst of applause which the convention gave Senator 
Lodge in hi* keynote speech was when he said that a considerable number 
of Republicans were of the opinion that the United States should turn down 
;he league and all its works. 
The convention itself is yet ‘unbossed” in the sense th at no man or small 
group of men have yet appeared capable of uniting the delegates on a single 
predetermined course of action. 
It has yet to be shown that the progressives led by Johnson and Borah 
and the remnants of the once grand “old guard” of Penrose, Healing and Hert 
can dominate the convention. The latter group has been openly for the can­ 
didacy of Governor Lowden, but its members have so fa r failed to convince 
a sufficient number of delegates to go along with them. 
.Senator Lodge, who will be made permanent chairman of the conven­ 
tion today is a more or less compromise between the two elements. He has 
Wood leanings, but he also opposes the nomination of Governor Lowden. 


There were two important develop­ 
ments during the first day’s session 
of the Republican national convention. 
One of these was the realization that 
the big gathering is not only without 
bosses, but also largely without direc­ 
tion by veterans of the game. 
The 
other was that a hot fight will be 
made against Senator Johnson’s plan 
to condemn in the platform the ac­ 
ceptance of any league of nations ; 
covenant. 
The fact that the convention is j 
quite unbossed makes impossible any 
sane prediction as to the nominee, j 
Lots of delegates themselves do not 
know yet whom they will favor with 
their ballots after their instructions 
have been complied with or their 
complimentary votes cast. 
This is 
especially true of the huge New York 
delegation, which, if it could get to­ 
gether, is big enough and influential 
enough probably to settle the nomi­ 
nation. 
At present the Empire state 
men are decidedly scattered in their 
preferences. 
But there is one thing both they 
arid hundreds of other delegates from 
all parts of the country are seemingly 
determined upon. 
That is, that the 
platform shall contain a plank favor­ 
ing some sort of a league of nations 
with such reservations as will, in 
their opinion, preserve the independ­ 
ent action and self-respect of the 
United States. 
If they have their way, Senator 
Johnson will be placed in the position 
of having to retire from the race or 
Irish: continuing as a contender with the 
prospect of being a candidate who 
does not approve of the platform upon 
which he stands.
